rings, lockets, bracelets, ſnuff boxes, watch keys and 
chains, and a number of other trinkets; as alſo for but- 


tons, which have lately been much worn by the nobility 1 in

They are uſed likewiſe for inlaying in cabinets, writing 
tables, book cafes, &c. - for which they form a moſt beau- 
tiful enrichment, at a moderate expence; the figures having 
that ſharpneſs which the body of fine biſque porcelain is 
ſo peculiarly adapted to receive; and the price of cameos, 
with ſeveral figures, being much leſs than that of any other 
durable imitations of the real ſtones that haveever yet been 

made, 

The ladies may diſplay their taſte a thouſand ways in the 
application of theſe cameos; and thus lead artiſts to a bet- 
ter ſtile in ornamenting their works. There are ſpecimens 
of this kind already, which do no leſs honour to the heart, 
than to the taſte, of the noble lady who choſe this way of

If the nobility and gentry ſhould pleaſe to encourage this 
delign, they will not only procure to themſelves everlaſting 
portraits, but have the pleaſure of giving life and vigour to 
the arts of modelling and engraving. —The art of making 
durable copies, at a ſmall expence, will thus promote the art 
of making originals, and future ages may view the produc- 
tions of the age of GEorGE III. with the ſame veneration 
that we now behold thoſe of Alexander and Auguſtus.

the collector and of this nation, and for the advantage of 


our artiſts, is depoſited in the Britiſh Muſeum. 

As it is evident, that the finer ſort of Etruſcan vaſes, 
found in Magna Gracia, are truly of Greek workmanſhip, 
and ornamented chiefly with Grecian ſubjects drawa from 
the pureſt fountain of the arts; it is probable that many of 
the figures and groupes upon them preſerve to us ſketches 
or copies of the moſt celebrated Grecian paintings; ſo that 
few monuments of antiquity better deſerve the attention 
of the antiquary, the connoiſſeur, or the artiſt, than the 
painted Etruſcan and Grecian vaſes. * 


The art of painting on vaſes, &c. in the manner of the 


Etruſcans, has been loſt for ages; and is ſuppoſed, by the 
ingenious author of the Diſſertation on Sir William Hamil- 


tons Muſeum, (M. D'Hancarville) to have been loſt in the 
time of Pliny. It was given up by all the antiquaries 


and connoiſſeurs who ſpoke upon the ſubject; and when Sir 
William Hamilton's book was publiſhed (of which a copy 
was, with a truly liberal ſpirit, preſented to me by Sir 


Watkin Williams Wynne) that idea was not only confirmed, 


but ſuch an account given of the difficulties neceſſarily at- 


tending the practice of the art itſelf, as would have damped - 


all attempts to recover it, if I had not made a conſiderable 
progreſs before I read that diſcouraging account; for ſome 
proof ſheets of Sir William Hamilton's work put into my 
hands by Lord Cathcart, and ſome original Etruſcan vaſes 


ſhewn to my late friend and partner Mr. Bentley and me, by 


his Grace the late Duke of Northumberland, had previouſly 
called my attention to this object. 
A careful examination of the collections of Etruſcan 


vaſes that were then in Ehgland, convinced me, that there 


could be no hopes of imitating their paintings with any of 
our preſent enamel colours; all the enamels having a 95 
ſurface, whilſt the Etruſcan paintings have a ſtone-like ſur- 
face,

face, without any glare or glaſſy appearance. Tt was plain, 
that the ſucceſs of any attempt to revive this loſt art muſt 
depend chiefly upon the diſcovery of a new ſpecies of en- 
cauſtic colour, eſſentially 2 in its effect, from the 
enamels now in uſe. 

In conſequence of this obſervation, and by a great variety 


of experiments, the diſcovery has been made. A complete 


ſet of colours has been produced, equally durable and burnt- 
in as other enamels, but entirely free from the varniſhed or 


glaſſy aſpect which, to all perſons of critical taſte, is ſo great 


an imperfection in the others, and which the artiſts have in 
all ages ſo earneſtly, and in modern times ſo unſucceſsfully, 
defired to avoid. The property upon which this happy ef- 
fect depends, produces at the ſame time another advantage: 
the colours never ſpread in the fire or run out of drawing, 
as the other enamels muſt neceſſarily do, in a greater or 


leſs degree, in conſequence of their vitrifying and melting 


upon the piece. Theſe colours are ſufficient not only to 
imitate all the paintings upon the Etruſcan vaſes, but to do 
much more; to give, to the beauty of deſign, the advantages 


of light and ſhade in all the variety of colours. Perſons of 


the moſt refined taſte have acknowledged this to be a higher 
and more perfect ſpecies of painting than was known to the 
world before the date of this invention; and therefore it is 


hardly neceſſary to add, that no art is capable of producing 


richer or more valuable decorations. 
The ingenious experiments of Count Caylus, for recover- 
ing the ancient art of making the pictures called encauſtic in 


another branch of painting, had the ſame object as mine in 


point of taſte, but in other reſpects there is no reſemblance 
between the two arts: his colours are applied on canvas by 


the mediation of wax: mine are bur nt. in upon porcelain by &. 


red heat. 
It was thought neceſſary to give this ſhort account of art 
art which is new to the public, and which, it is hoped, will 
appear, 
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appear, by the ſuitable application of it, to merit attention. | 
But a better idea of it than can be conveyed in words, mp j 
be obtained by examining the ſpecimens, which have al- 
ready been honoured with places in the cabinets of moſt of 
the princes and amateurs in Europe. Es 

The figures upon theſe vaſes are taken as well from gems, 
antique paintings, and bas-reliefs, as from Etruſcan vaſes; 
and are executed with great care by the beſt artiſts that 

can be procured. No attention has been ſpared to render 
them fit ornaments for the nobleſt apartments; and conſi- 
dering the great expence and riſk attending ſuch delicate 
ſubjects, it is hoped the prices will be deemed reaſonable. 

The vaſes painted in this way are from 6 or 8 inches to 

20 inches high; and in price, from one guinea a- piece to 
10 or 12 guineas. 

TABLETS, for chimneypieces, for cate: and for in- 1 
Jaying, are enriched with the ſame ſpecies of painting. N 
Theſe tablets are, from the bracelet ſize, to 18 or 20 inches | 
diameter. Some have been made, for that excellent artiſt 

Mr. Stubbs, ſo large as 36 inches, and his exquiſite enamels 
upon them after nature, which have been repeatedly ex- 
hibited in the Royal Academy, are evidences of the ſpecies 
and value of the enamel paintings that may be produced ;

CHEMICAL VESSELS. 


Ditennricr kinds of ink veſſels and ink-ſtands have 
been made at this manufactory, but the following is pre- 
ſumed to be the beſt and moſt convenient that has ever yet 
been brought into uſe, ie. 
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AA, the mir elm, filled with ink up to F. 

B, pen tubes, cloſe at bottom. | | 

C, a ſmall opening iato the ciſtern, 2 15 with an air- 
tight plug. | 

D, a conical tube, communicating at bottom with the ciſ- 
| tern, and in which the ink riſes only to E, being kept 

down, while the aperture C is ſtopped, by the preſſure 
of the atmoſphere. 

When the ciſtern is to be filled, * out the plug C, and 
pour in ink till it riſes nearly to the top, D and F. The 
plug' being then returned into its place, the ink in the ca- 
vity DE may be taken out, or on ſtanding for a few hours 
it will ſubſide of itſelf to E, eſpecially if warmed a little be- 
fore the plug is put in. 5 

The advantages of this ink · tand are, That the arm of 
the tube DE, through which the pen is dipped prevents, the 
ſoiling of the pen and fingers:—That the narrow end of 
this tube below E, prevents the pen from ſtriking againſt 
the bottom:—That the ink comes in contact with the air 
only in the ſmall ſpace E; by which means it is prevented 
from evaporating, growing thick, and ſpoiling, as it does in 
all the common ink ſtands, where a large ſurface is una- 

voidably expoſed to the air: — That the ſediment, which 
the ink may depoſite in ſtanding, will ſettle chiefly on the 
broad part of the bottom, under the main body of ink; not 
where the pen is dipped, as the ink there is in ſmall quan · 
| tity, and continually ſupplied with the fine part from 

above: — That the veſſel being made of the fine compact 

black baſaltes, is neither corroded by the ink, nor abſorbs 
| it, nor injures its colour, as the metals uſed for theſe pur- 
poſes do; and that it admits of being finiſhed, in point of 
workmanſhip, with the higheſt degree of accuracy. 
Theſe ink-ſtands are ſold ſeparately, as repreſented in 
the above plate, or with ſand-boxes wafer-boxes, &c. form- 
| ing various kinds of uſeful and ornamental ecritoires, as well 
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in the jaſper of two colours, as in the baſaltes; the prices 
are from ſixpence, riſing eee to the ſizes, forms, and 
workmanſhip, to two guineas. 


The PAINT cHEsTs contain ſets of large and mall veſ- 
ſels, and neat pallets, for the uſe of thoſe who paint in water 
colours: toy: are ſold from five OM to half a guinea. 


The EvEx cos, for bathing the eyes, are made of the 
compoſitions imitating variegated pebbles, &c. 


The MoxTARs, of various forms and ſizes, from two ts 
thirteen inches in diameter, outſide meaſure, and from one 
and a half to ten in the clear, are made in the hard porcelain 
No. 6; a material far ſuperior to all thoſe in common uſe 
for theſe purpoſes, and nearly equal to agate. The excel- 
lence of theſe mortars for chemical and other curious uſes, 
is already well known; and their valuable properties render 
them equally deſirable for the purpoſes of the ny | 
and of the houſekeeper. | 

MARBLE mortars are /oft in compariſon with ls and 

a very conſiderable quantity of the ſubſtance of the marble 
is abraded and mixed with all powders of the hard kind that 
are ground in them :—they are corroded and diſſolved by 

all acids; and hence, beſides altering the nature of any acid 
liquor put into them, by imparting to it as much of. their 
fubſtance as the quantity of acid requires for its ſaturation, 
the ſarface of the marble itſelf is rendered rough and ca- 
vernulous, and on that account ſtill more liable to be 
| abraded, and very difficult to be made clean: —oils of all 
kinds are imbibed by them, ſo that whatever follows an 
oily ſubſtance in ſuch a mortar .

METALLINE mortars are diſſolved or 8 not only 
by acids, but by all ſaline een by lupple moiſture, 
and.

and by the air; and ſome experiments lately publiſhed by 
Mr. Blizard have given grounds to apprehend, that even 

dry ſubſtances, of the mere earthy kind, void of ſaline mat- 
| ter, and of no great hardneſs, will receive, by being pow- 
dered in braſs or bell-metal mortars, though perfectly 
clean, a coppery impregnation, ſufficient to manifeſt itſelf 
in the common chemical trials, and perhaps not altogether 
innocent in medicines or in aliments. . 
From all theſe imperfections the poRCELAIN mortars 
are free, and their price is ſufficiently moderate to admit of 
their general uſe, $ | 

This compact hard porvetuin is avidin adapted alfo 
for evaporating pans, digeſting veſſels, baſons, filtering 
funnels, ſyphons, tubes, ſuch as Dr. Prieſtley uſes in ſome 
of his experiments inſtead of gun-barrels, retorts, and 
many other veſſels for chemical uſes, which I have made 
for my friends, of different forms and magnitudes, and 
with ſome variations in the compoſition itſelf, according to 
the views for which they were wanted. If, in this depart- 
ment, I ſhould be happy enough to contribute any thing to- 
wards facilitating chemical experiments, by ſupplying veſ- 
ſels more ſerviceable, or more commodious for particular 
uſes, than are commonly to be met with, my utmoſt wiſhes 
in reſpect to theſe articles will be gratified.

THERM MOMETERS for meaſuring firong fire, or the degrees of 
heat above | appar 


To thoſe who are converſant in experimental enquiries, 


or in the operations of manufactures and arts that are car- 


_ ried on by fire, it is unnecefſary.to mention the importance 
of a thermometer, by which the force of fire, in furnaces 
of every kind, may be Ley meaſured, and appre- 
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ciated in the ſame denominations, as the lower degrees of 


; TENT? ate by the common thermometers. 


— 


Such an inſtrument I have now the ſatisfaction of offering 
to the public. As the thermometer itſelf is accompanied 
with a pamphlet explaining its conſtruction and uſe, and as 
the reſults of my experiments, both reſpecting its conſtruc- 
tion, and the compariſon of its ſcale with that of Fahren- 
heit's continued, have been honoured with a place in the 
Trunſactions of the Royal Society, it will here be ſuf- 
ficient juſt to mention the general principles on which it is 
founded; v:z. that earthy bodies of the argillaceous order 
have their bulk diminiſhed by fire in proportion to the de- 


gree of heat they are made to undergo ;—and that, conſe- 


quently, the contraction of this ſpecies of matter affords as 
true a meaſure for ſtrong fire, as the expanſion of mercury 
or ſpirit of wine does for the lower degrees of heat; but 
with this difference, that the contraction of the argilla- 


ceous maſs is a permanent effect; ſo that the degree of heat 


is not here determined by a ſingle tranſient obſervation 
made in the fire itſelf, but its meaſure is preſerved, and is to 
be examined when grown cold, or at any future time. 
The argillaceous matter is formed into equal ſmal] pieces, 
called thermometer-pieces; and one of theſe, which may be 
conceived as the detached bulb of a thermometer, is put 
into the fire that is to be meaſured, either in a little caſe 
made for that purpoſe, or in the ſame veſſel with the ſub- 


ject- matter of the operation. 


| A gage, conlifiiag of two rulers fixed on a flat plate, a 
little nearer together at one end than the other, ſo as to in- 
elude between them a long converging canal divided on the 
ſide, ſerves for diſcovering minute variations in the bulk 
of the pieces. A raw piece will juſt enter to o at the 


n end of the canal: after it has been 1 in the ice,” if it

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be gently {id along till it is topped by the convergency of 
the ſides, the degree at which it ſtops will be the meaſure 


of its diminution, and conſequently of the heat which it 
has undergone. 


As the accuracy of the ſcale of the common thermometer 
depends upon the perfect equality of the bore of the tube 
from one end to the other, ſo the accuracy of this gage. 
depends upon the perfect ſtreightneſs of its ſides; and the 
difficulty of obtaining this eſſential condition neceſſarily 
occaſions a conſiderable enhancement of the price. I have 
now happily ſucceeded in making gages of the hard ſpecies 
of porcelain, more perfect than thoſe I can generally pro- 
cure in braſs: the porcelain ones have the advantage of not 
being ſuſceptible of any bruiſe or derangement; they may 
be broken, but they cannot, in this reſpect, deceive,

IF it ſhall appear to thoſe, who may have been pleaſed to 
attend to the ſtate of this manufactory from its commence- 
ment, that it has been in @ progreſſive courſe of improvement, 
with reſpect to the taſte and variety of its productions, as 
well as the quality of the bodies or compoſitions of which 


they are formed, the POIs. will be highly Eres by 
their approbation. 


He begs leave to obſerve, that a competition for cheap 
neſs rather than for excellence, a deſire of ſelling much in 
a little time, without a due regard to the taſte and quality 
of the productions, is a moſt frequent and certain cauſe of 
rapid decay both to the fine arts and to manufactures; but 
that if purchaſers ſhould at any time, under the fallacious 
appearance of ſaving, prefer mediocrity, it would then be 
impoſſible for artiſts or manufagturers to pay the neceſſary 

attention 
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attention to excellence, and conſequently to keep up, much 
leſs to improve, the quality of their works. 


It is obvious, that all works muſt bear a price in propor- 


tion to the ſkill, the time, the expence and the riſk, attend- 


ing the invention and execution of them, Pieces which, 
for theſe reaſons, bear a high price, and are therefore by 
many called dear, are in general, when juſtly eſtimated, the 
cheapeſt, and attended with leſs profit to the maker than 


| thoſe which : are called cheap. 


Perſons not practically vert in the arts, have ſome- 
times imagined, that when a model or drawing of a fine 
form is given, it is as eaſy to make a handſome copy from 
that model, as to make an ugly copy from an ugly origi- 


nal; not reflecting at the moment, that in the moſt beau- 


tiful forms, the ſmalleſt deviation from the outline is more 
ſtrikingly viſible, and far more diſguſting, than the ſame 
deviation would be in an ordinary piece. In ornamental 
vaſes, encauſtic paintings after gems, Etruſcan and Greek 
vaſes, &c. where every ſingle piece is formed and painted 
ſolely by the hand of the artiſt, how difficult muſt it be to 
preſerve, in every piece, the preciſe beauty of the firſt mo- 
del! and even in caſes where a mould is made uſe of, that 


performs but a ſmall part of the work : ſo much time and 


attention, in undercutting the draperies, &c. ſuch delicate 
retouchings with the modelling tools, are ſubſequently ne- 
ceſſary for producing a finiſhed piece, that a common 
workman will turn a dozen of pieces out of his hands, 
finiſhed in an ordinary way, before a ſuperior artiſt, whoſe 
time is of courſe more valuable, can give the laſt finiſh to a 


ſingle one, though the mould be the ſame for both.
